The Instructional Resources Branch of Manitoba Education and 
Training currently has the duplication rights to approximately 625 
Kindergarten to Grade 6 videorecordings for tlie use of teachers in 
Manitoba schools. Only the video titles listed in this Catalogue with 
VT- numbers have been acquired with the right to duplicate. 

Schools may receive copies of these educational programs from the 
Library by supplying sufficient blank VHS videocassettes or by 
purchasing VHS videocassettes through the Manitoba Text Book 
Bureau (MTBB). 

A maximum of two programs with a recorded time of 60 minutes or 
less is allowed per tape. Exceptions are pre-packaged videos (VT-8000 
series) which iiiay not be combined > 

You may purchase tapes from the MTBB. These tapes will be trans- 
ferred to the Library Dubbing Sei-vice to fill your requests. The 7% 
Provincial Sales Tax (PST) and the 7% Goods and Services Tax 
(GST) are added to the MTBB videocassette price and there is a $2.00 
dubbing fee plus 7% GST per recorded tape. 

For requests sent to tlie Library Dubbing Service with tapes provided 
by the school, a dubbing fee of $2.00 plus 1% GST applies to each 
tape provided. 

Payment may be made using your divisional MTBB account, school 
division purchase order, cheque, money order or cash. Payment 
MUST accompany the order. 

The Library Dubbing Service records in VHS SP ONLY (not LP or 
EP/SLP). 

If a FAX of a purchase order is sent for the dubbing order, please 
forward the original purchase order indicating "Confirmation Only". 

Written copyright permission must accompany any school-supplied 
master tape sent for duplication.

The procedures for borrowing a videodisc are the same as those for 
borrowing a video or film (page xi), however, there are special care 
and handling procedures, and special equipment, required in utilizing 
this new technology. 



WHAT IS A VIDEODISC? 

• A videodisc is a 12" optical disc resembling a phonograph or long- 
play record, A laser beam reads information stored in micropits or 
depressions on the surface of the disc which is covered with a 
rainbow-like protective acrylic finish. 



HANDLING 

• Avoid touching the playing surface of the disc. Handle the disc 
by its edges only. After playing the disc, return to its jacket. 



STORAGE 

• To prevent warpage when discs are not in use, store them 
vertically upright in their protective jackets, away from the sun 
or any other heat source. 



CLEANING 

• Discs should be wiped clean with a soft cloth before each use. 
DO NOT use record cleaning or antistatic sprays or solutions. 

PLAYING THE VIDEODISC 

• If there is a problem with the videodisc player, test with another 
videodisc to determine whether the player is functioning 
properly. 

• If the disc is single sided, verify that the disc was properly 
inserted into the player. 

• NEVER use damaged or warped discs. 

• If discs are warped, dirty or scratched, they v/ill not play 
correctly and may damage the player. 

• Discs should be at room temperature before they are played.
